A Proclamation for the reſtraint of the diſorderly repaire of 
Mariners and Souldiers, vnto the Kings Court, or Citie of London. 
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== Hereas divers Mariners and Souldiers, billited or beſtowed in 


ſcuerall parts of this Beale, to attend his Maieſties ſeruice, and 

wers other perſons of looſe lite, ii thcir company, t by their exam⸗ 
ple, hanc of late pꝛeſumed ina very dilozderly mancr, to come to His 
Matcſties Court, and doe flocke together in companies and ſo repatr 
vnto, oz towards the Citie of London, which vnſufferable diſoꝛder 
may bꝛeed very great intonuenientes, ifa timely courſe ſhould not be 
taken to ſuppꝛeſſe the lame: his Maieſtie therefoꝛe, tahing theſe things 
into His ſerious and Pꝛincelp tonſideration, by the adutce of His Pꝛiup 
Counſell , doeth ſtraitly charge and command all Souldiers and 
Mariners. which now are, oz Hercafter ſhall be ſo billited. oz beſtow- 
cd, as akoꝛeſaid, That from hencefoo:th they pꝛeſume not, in any diloꝛderly, oz tumultuous 
manner, oꝛ by companies oꝛ troupes, oꝛ otherwiſe, (Without the ſpectall leaue of thoſe, who haue, 
oꝛ foꝛ the time ſhall haue, the command of them,) to come to his Maieſties Court, oꝛ to repaire 
vuto. oꝛ towards the Citie of London, from thoſe plates where they are, oꝛ ſhall be ſo billited, oꝛ 
beſtowed, otherwiſe then in their neceſſary paſſage thither, oꝛ from thente to thoſe places, whi⸗ 
ther they ſhall be commanded oz ſent, vntill they ſhall be duly diſcharged, 

And his Maieſtie docth alſo (traitly charge and command, all ſuch) Souldiers and Mari⸗ 
ners, and all other looſe perſons, who can giue no good account of their abode in theſe parts, 
that fooꝛthwith they returne to the plates from whence they tame, and that they duely obſerue 
his Maieſties Royall Will and pleaſure heerein, vpon paine of incurring his Maieſties high 
indignation, and ſuch further penalties, as by Martiall Law is appointed to beinflicted, oz map 
be inflicted vpon offenders in that Kinde.
